This Dr. Ssckeverell, in his Anfwer to 
the Articles of Impeachment Exnibited 
againft him by the Houje of Commons, Al- 
ledges, is whathe meant by the Danger 
of the Church Ard this he fays 
really Bodangers the Church, &c, 


And this feveral of our Modern Ad- 
dreties tell us, comes {rom the fame Spring 
that the Revolution Doctrine of Refittance 
of Princes c umes from (The’ I 
mint cell them, icis amoft lnyyders, and 
Abominable Faihood, as will foon a; pear.)

Now as thereisno better Way, to over- 
throw any Mao io Difpute, than firft to 
AY the Principles he Advances, and 
rom thence to deduce by juft Conf: quence 
the contrary to what he inferr’ds fol 
think I fhall, fully and fairly, Overthrow 
al that has been {aid fsid from this Head ; 
by granting the firft part of their Aflertior; 
and as to the Confequences they draw, 
prove the contrary moft effedtually ; and 
tho’ chis thould take me up fume time, yet 
it may not be ill fpent Since trem 
hence, I undertake to prove, ti.at all the 
Danger pretended to, upon the Church, 
ites at the Door of thofe very Men, that 
pretend to fay fh. % in Danger. 

In order therefore tu do this clearly, I 
do firft, andto give them sl tke Advantage 
over me, ALLOW, even in Dr, Sachevereli’s 
own Words, That tkere were never fucb 
Outragious Blajpkemics againft God, andall 
Religion, Natural awed ss Reveal'd 5 vemt- 
ed Pudickly with Impunity, in any Chriflim 
Church, or Kingdom in the whole World; as 
at prefens in our own, and all the Danger 
thataoy Church can be in, either from 
the venting thofe outragious Blafphemies, 
or from the Impunity they are vented with, 
I alfo freely xrant.
